Other (including any explanation in support of the above items): The appeal brief appears to be a summary of the 
Specification and incorporates materials not present in the claims, thus making the claims appear to be less broad, such as discussion of a 
two cycle delay. 

There also seems to be a disconnect in the "Summary of the Claimed Subject Matter" on page 4, which refers to Figures 3 and 4 without 
providing more detail. The cited page 3, lines 15-29 of the Specification is a brief summary and does not provide any support for the 
claimed token per Figures 3 and 4.. ..we would expect the summary to detail the tokens of Figures 3 and 4. 

It is also noted that the Appeal Brief lists an application serial number for an unrelated case. 
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
